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But now U— the nitccat2cbBGch 
A was of fozce fo paſſe befoze I could come to the Yoly land. 
Then we departed from the Towne Philbits, trauelling all 
night with the Carauanof Damaſco, andthe 
fourteenth at nine of the clocke,we pitched our tents at Bahas 
ro in the land ol Gozan. From thence we daparted that night; 
and the 15. at night, we pitched at Salhia,which is to the eaſt 
ward of the land Gozan, and ſfands on the bozders of the 
Arabian deſarts: there we ſtayed two daies foz feare of the 
wilde Arabes,and departed thence the ſeanententh. We pal⸗ 
ſed that night ouer a great bꝛidg. vnder which theDalt-water 
ſcandeth. This water tomes out of the Sea from the parts ot 
Damiera, and by mens hands was cut out of that place, 
ſome hundꝛed and fifty miles into the maine land, by Ptolo- 
meus King ofCgipf, who purpoſed to baing the Red-ſea,and 
the editerian all into ons; but when he foꝛeſaw, that if hee 
had gone thꝛough with this woꝛke, all his countries had berne 
quite dꝛowned, he gaue it suer, and builded abzidg there to 
paſſe ouer. This place parteth Arabia and Ægipt, and no ſa⸗ 
ner had we paſt this bzidg, but we were ſet vpon by the wild 
Arabes, and notwithſtanding our great company, ( foz wer 
were moze then a thouſand perſons ) aCamell loden with 
Callicoes was taken fram bs, foure of our men hurt, and one 
of them moztally wounded, and the Arabes ran awaꝝ with p 
peer: we being vnable to help it. becauſe it was night. 

The hext day we pitched by a well of bzackilh water: but 4 
foꝛgot to tel vou that n fellow Pilgrime, . lohn Burrell e⸗ 
ſcaped very narrowly in the laſt nights bickering: there wee 
reſted gur ſelues til thzee of the clock in the afternone, which 
they ral Laſara;zfoz the Arabians and Agiptians deuide the 
day into ſoure parts: then we departed and pitched the next 
ann2zning at a tattle in the deſart called Catga, which is one of 
the their Caſtels which the Turks keep in ache deſarts, to de⸗ 
tend all trauailers from the wilde Arabes : Therefoze there 
we payd a certaine tare, which was ſixty paces df ſiluerof 
rare value, fo2 each ann 
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peeces ſoꝛ a Camell laden, and fourteene ſoʒ a Mule. Mauing 
paid this impoſition we departed, epitched againe the nine ⸗ 
keene at another bzakith well, from whence ſetting on ward, 
we pitched the 20. of March at the ſecond Caffle called Ar · 
ris, kept alſo by the Turks in the ſaid deſarts, where our tare 
was but twenty peeces of filner fa2 each paſlenger, and thir⸗ 
tie foz a Camel. From thencewe were guided by many Dol- 
diers to the third Caſtle called Raphaell, making one long 
tourney of twenty foure houres together. Pere it is ſaid that 
the Rings of Egipt and Iudea fought many great battailes: 
which to me ſermed very vnlikely. becauſe there is nothing 
to releeue an armie with all, except ſand and ſalt-water 
There we paid ten peeces each paſſenger, and twenty foz- 
a Beaſt, ſo de parfing thence the 22 in the moꝛning we pitch⸗ 
edat Gaza in Paleſtine, a godly fruitefull Countrie, and 
there we were quited of al yp deſarts.Jn this fowne J ſaw the 
place where (as they told vs) Sampſon puld downe the two 
Pillars, andflew the Philiſtines: and ſuerly it appeares fo be 
the ſame towne, by reaſon of the ſcituation of the countrie: 
There we paid twenty two peeces fo2 each beaſt, and ten each 
paſſenger. From hence we departed, and pitched at a place 
called in Arabian Canuie, but by the Chꝛiſtians called Ber- 
ſheba, being vpon the bozders of ludea , where we paid but 
2. pieces offiluer each one, and foure fo2 a beaſt. Departing- 
thence, the 23. inthe mo2ning, we pitchedour Tents vpon 
à greene cloſe vnder the walles of Ramoth in Gilead: there 
J ſtayed al that day, and wꝛate eight letters foz England by 
the fozenamed Carauan, which went foz Damaſco, to be cõ⸗ 
neped to Conſtantinople, and ſo foꝛ England. The next day 
being the 24. in the moꝛning, 4 with other Chꝛiſtians,ſet tos 
ward leruſalem, and the great Caravan went their way foz 
Damaſce, but we pitched ſhoꝛt that night at a place called 
in Arabian Cudechelaneb, being 16. miles from Hebron, 
where the Sepulchꝛe ol our father Abraham is, and g. little 
miles from Ieruſalem. From thence we departed in the moꝛ⸗ 
ning being our Lady day in Leut, and 9. of the clocke beloze 
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none, J ſaw the Cittie of leruſalem, hen kneeling done, 
and ſaying the Loꝛds p2ayer,J gaue God moſt hartykhanks 
foz conducting me thither, to behold ſo holy a plate with mins 
eyes, whereof I had read ſo often befoꝛe. Comming within a 
furlong of the Gates, J with my companion P. Iohn Bur- 
rell, went ſinging e pꝛaiſing God, till we came to the Weff» 
Gate ot the Cittie, and there we ſfayed;becauſe it is nat law⸗ 
full fo2 a Chꝛiſtian to enter vnadmitted. M companion ad- 
uiſed me to ſay A was a Gꝛeke, onely to auoide going to 
Maſſe: but J not hauing the Greeke tongue, refuſed ſo to 
doe, telling him euen at the entrio of the Gate, that J would 
neither deny my Country no2 Religion, whereupon being 
demanded who we were, Maiſter lohn Burrell (anſwearing 
in the Greeke tongue (told them that he was a Greeke, and 
Jan Engliſhman. This gaue him admittante to the Greeks 
Patriarke, but J was ſeazed on and caſt in pꝛiſon, beſoze A 
has ſtaved a ful houre at the Gate, foꝛ the Turkes flatly deni⸗ 
ed, that they had euer heard either ofmyMuene o2 country, 
-Þ2 that ſhe paid them any tribute The Pater Guardian, who 
is the defender of all Chꝛiſtian Pilgrimes (and the pzinci- 
pall pzocurer of mine impꝛiſonment, becauſe J did not offer 
my ſelfe vnder his pꝛotection, but confidently ſtwd to bie ra⸗ 
ther pꝛotected vnder the Turke then the Pope) made the 
Turke ſo much my enemie, that J was reputed to be aſpy, 
and ſo by no meanes could A be releaſed from the dunge⸗ 
Ion. | | of 5 | 
- Now giue mee fanour to tell von, (hoo it pleaſed God 
that very day) to deliner me, and graunt mee palle as a 
pꝛoteſtant, without yeldnig to any other ceremonie, 
then cariage of a Ware-Candle onely , farre beyond 
mine expecation -» Mere let me remember yon, that 
when J fayed at Ramoth in Gilead, where J wzote 
the eight Letters foz England by the Carauan of Das. 
maſco, hauing ſo god lepſure, J went to a Fountaine 
to waſh my kowle linnen, and being earneft about my buſt⸗ 
nelle,ſuddenty there came aP&zevnto me, who taking my

| floathes out ol my hands, and calling meby my name.ſaid he 


would helpe me. 

Pou doubt not but this was ſome amazement to mee, to 
heare ſuch a man call me by my name, and in a plate ſo farre 
diſtant from my friends, countrie and acquaintante: which 
he perteiuing, boldly thus ſpake in the Franke tongue, why 
Captaine, A hope pou haue not foꝛgotten me, ſoꝛ it is not yet 
fozty dates ſince vou ſet me a land at Alexandria, with reſt 
of thoſe paſſengers you bought from Argier, in pour Ship 
_ called the Troian? and here is another in this Carauan, whom 

youltkewiſe bzought in company with you, that would not 
be a little glad to ſe pou. J demanded of him if hee dwelt 
there ? he anſwered me no, ſaying that he & his fellow were 
going in y Carauan fo Damaſco(which place they call Sham) 
and from thence fo Begg datt which we call Babylon, from 
thence to Mecha to make. a Hadgee, foz ſo they are called 
when they hane diene at Mecha: mozeouer; he told me that 
he dwelt in the Citie of Feſſe in Barbatie. 

This man ( in my minde) od ſent to be the meanes ol 
mine immediate deliuerie . Foꝛ after 3 had taken good no⸗ 
tice ofhim , J well remembzed that J ſaw him in my Ship, 
though one man among 3. hundꝛed is not᷑ very redily known: 
fo2 ſo many bꝛoght J from Argict into thoſe parts of differft 
Nations:as Turkes, Pooꝛes, Jewes e Chꝛiſtians: J deſi- 

red this man to bꝛing me to the fight of his other Companiõ, 
(which hauing wathed my linnen) he did, & him Aknew ve- 
xy redily. Cheſe two concluded, that the one of thẽ would de⸗ 
part thence with the Carauon , and the other goe along with 
me to Jeruſalem, which was the Moꝛe befoʒe remembꝛed: x 
ſuch kinde tare had the Jnfivel ofme, that he would — 
me vnaccompanied in this ſtrange Land, which J cãnot but 

impute to Gods cſpeciall pzouidence fo my deliuerante out 

of pꝛiſon, oꝛ elſe had J biene left in moſt miſerable caſe. 

When this Moꝛe ſaw me thus impꝛiſoned in Jeruſalem, 
wy dungeon being right againſt the Sepulcher of Ch1ilt, al- 
beit he wept, — me be ol god . Bas the 
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BaſhawesftheCittie,and to the Saniacke, befoze whom hee 
fooke his oath, that J was a Pariner of a Shippe,which-had 
bꝛought two hunvzed-and fiftie,o2 the hundzed Turkes & 
Moꝛes into Egipr from Argyer and. Tunis, their tourney:

This Moꝛe / in regard he was aPuzzleman)pzenailed ſo 
well with them, that returning with fir Turkes backe to 
p2iſon, he called me to the doe and there ſaid vnto me, that 


il J would go fo the houſe of the Pater Guardian, and pcelde 


my ſelte vnder his pꝛotedion, I ſhould be infozced to no Ne · 
ligion but mine owne, extept it were to carrie a Candle: ta 


the which J willingly condeſcended. 
Do paying the charges ok the pꝛiſon, J was pꝛeſentlꝑ de⸗ 


unered and baought to the Guardians Monaſterie, where the 


Pater comming to me. toke me by the hand and bad me wel ⸗ 
tome; meruailing would fo much er from Chꝛiſtianitp, as 
to put my ſelſe rather vnder the Turks then his pꝛotection: 
told him what J did, was becauſe that J would not goe to 
Malle, but keepe my conſcience to my ſelfe: Ye replyed that 
many Engliſhmen had biene there, but beeing Catholiques) 
went to Palle, telling the Turkes at the Gates entrance 
that they were Frenchmen, foz the Turkes know not what 
pou meane by the woꝛd Engliſhman: aduiſing me further, 
that when any of my countrymen vndertwke the like tra⸗ 
uaile, at the Gates of Jeruſalem, they ſhould tearme them 
ſelues either French-men oz Bꝛittans, betauſe they are well 
knowne to the Turkes. 

This oꝛ ſuch like conference palt betwiene vs: and fur⸗ 
ther he aſked me how old our Qucenes M aieſtie was e what 
was the reaſon ſhe gaue nothing to the maintenãte of the ho. 


ip Hepulcher, as well as other n ings and Pꝛinces did? with 


diuerſe other friuolous queſtions, whereto Janſweredacco2- - 
dingly . This day being ſpent euen to twilight. Maſter lohn 
Burrel, who paſled fo2a Greeke without any trouble: came in 
vnto vs. being neuerthelelſle tonſtrained to this Ponalſtery,. 
oz elſe he might not — :fo; ſuch way do P — 
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piſts carry there, that no Chꝛiſtian ſtranger tan haus admit⸗ 
tante there, but he mult be p2otected vnder them, oꝛ not enter 
the citie. M aiſter Burrell and J being together in the tourt of 
the Monaſterie, twelue fat⸗ ed Friers came fozth vato vs, 
each ol them carping a Ware candle burning, and two ſpare 
candles beſide, the one ſoꝛ Maiſter Burrell, the other fo2 me. 
Another Frier bꝛought a great baſon of warme water, min⸗ 
gled with Roſes and other ſwert flowers, and a Carpet being 
ſpꝛead on the ground, and Chuſhions in Chaires ſet oꝛderly 
fo2 vs, the Pater Guardian càme t (et vs down, giuing each 
of vs à Candle in our hands, then came a Frier and puld off 
our hoſe, and (ſetting the Baſon on the Carpet) wached our 
So ſwhe as the Frier began to waſh, the twelue Friers 
began to ſing, continuing ſo till our feet were waſhed; which 
being done, they went along ſinging, and we with the Guar- 
dian came fo a chappel in the Ponaſterie, where one of them 
began an Oꝛation in foꝛme of a ſermon, tending to this effect, 
how meritoꝛious it was fo2 vs to viſite the Yoly lan d, and 
ſe thoſe ſanctified places where our Sauiours fete had 
Krode. 

The Sermon being ended, they bꝛought vs vnto a chamber 
where our ſupper was pꝛepared, there we fed ſomwhat fears 
fully, in regard that ſtrange cates haue as ſtrange qualities: 
but committing our ſelues to God, and their outward appea⸗ 
ring Chꝛiſtian kindenelle, we ſell to hartily, ſupt very boun- 
tifullp, and after (pꝛaiſing God) were lodged decently. 
Thus much foz my firſt entertainment in leruſalem, which 
was the 2 5.day of March 1601. being our Lady day in Lent. 
Now follows what the Friers afterward ſhe wed me, being 
thereto appointed by the Pater Guardian. Earl the next moʒ⸗ 
ning we aroſe,thauing ſaluted þ Pater Guardian, he appoin⸗ 
ted vs ſeauen Friers and a Truochman:ſo fozth we went to 
fee all the holy plates in the citie which were to be ſeen, except 

thoſe in Se pulchra Sancta: foʒ that requited a whole dayes 
woꝛke atterward, and at euery plate where we tame we kne- 
| | led 
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led down?, and ſaive the Loꝛds pꝛaper. | 
Lhe firlt place ofnote that the Friers ſhewed vs, was the 
place Judicial next the houſe of Veronica Sancta: ę bemaun⸗ 
ding of them what Saint that was, they told me it was ſhe 
that did wipe our Sauiours face, as he paſſed by in his ago⸗ 
nie. 

Deſcending a little lower in the ſameſtrete,they ſhewed 
me the way whichour Saniour Chꝛiſt went tocrucifiing, 
called by them Via Doloroſa. 

Then on the right hand in the ſame ſtriete, J was ſhowen 
the — of therrch glutton, at whoſe gate poꝛe deſpiled La- 
Zarus làp. 

Yolding on our way downe this kreefe, we came fo a fur- 
ning paſſageon the left hand;whence they told me Simon Si⸗ 
renus was comming toward the Dolorous way, when the 
Souldiers ſteing him, called him, and compelled him, a⸗ 
Faun his will, to helpe our Sauiour fo carry his 

rolle 
Then they told me, that in that ſame place the People wepf, 
when Chꝛiſt anſwearing, ſaid vnto them, Oh Daughters of 
Ieruſalem weepe not for me, &c. 

Next theyſhewedme the Church where the Uirgin Ma⸗ 
= fell into an agonie, when Chailt paſſed by Carying his 
rolle. 

Afterward they bzought me fo Pilates Pallace, which 
though it be all ruinated pet is there an old Arch of fone, 
which is leill maintained by the Chꝛiſtians, and it ſtanding 
ful in the high way, we paſſed vnder it: much like the wax 
of paſſage vnder Paiſter Hammons houſe in the Bulwozke, 
but that the Arche is higher: foꝛ vyon that Arche, is a Gal⸗ 
lerie, which amitteth paſſage (ouer our heades) from one 
ſide of the ſtreete to the other: fo2 Pilates Palace ertendeth 
ouer thehigh wayon both ſides, and Pilate hav two great 
Wwindowes in theſaidGallerie,to gaze out both wayes into 
. like aduantage af. 


bath bis windowes.. 
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Into this Gallerie was our Sauiour bꝛought when he 
was ſhowen vnto the Jewes, and they ſtanding below in the 
ſtreete, hard the woꝛds, Ecce Homo, A little from this plate, 
is d fot of the ſtaires, where our Sauiour did firlt take vp his 
Cꝛoſſe. Then they bzonght me to the place where the-Uirgin 
Marie was conceiued ⁊ boꝛne, which is the Churc hof Saint 
Anna, and no furkiſh Church. Next, they ſhewed me the 
pole, where Chꝛiſt clenſed the Leapers, and then guiding me 
to Saint Stephens gate alittle without it vpon the left hand, 
they ſhewedme the ſtone wheron Saint Stephen was ſtoned, 
From hence J ſaw the ſtaires going vp to pozt Area, at 
which pozt there are diuors Reliques to be ſcene; it was the 
Eait gate of the Temple which Salomonbuilt vpon mount 
Moria, in which Temple was the place of Sanctum Sancto- 
rum, but nom in that plate is builded a godly great Church, 
belonging to the Turkes. 4 ä 
Thus ſpent I the ſecond day, being the 26 day of March: 
All within the gates of Jeru alem except my going to ſee the 
Kone wherewith Saint Stephen was ſtoned. The next day 
being the 27. hauing done our dutie to God, and the Pater 
Guardian, we hired Aſſes foz the Friers and the Tronchman 
to ride on, and going fo2th the Cittie gates, we mounted and 
rode directly toward Bythinea. | 
By the way as we rode, they ſhewed me the plate of the 
fcuitleſſe Fig-free, which Chꝛiſt curſed: next, the Caſtle of 
Lazarus, that Lazarus whom Chailt loued fo well: fozhis 
houſeo2Caftel was in Bythinea, but it was vtterlyruinated 
and nothing to be ſeene but the two ſides of the wall. 
IAnthe lame Towne they ſhewed me the honſe ol Mary 
Magdalen, but ſo ruinated, that nothing is left ot it but a peece 
ofa wal, there J ſaw likewiſe Marthaes houſe conſiſting ot 2, 
peeces ofa wal:e thence they bꝛought me fo þ tone where the 
two ſiſters told Chꝛiſt. that Lazarus was dead, from wenee 
_ - paſſing on, they chewed me the place where our Sauiour rai⸗ 
fed Lazarus from death, after he had tyen the daies in the 
ground, and where he was buried afterward when her dyed.

Country: fo that within 15. miles from Jeruſalem 
the country is wholy barren,and full of rocks, and ſto⸗ 
ny. and vnlelle it be about the plaine of [erico,Jknow 
not any part ofthe country at this pꝛeſent that is fruit⸗ 
kull, what it hath beene in times paſt, J referreyou to 
the declaration thereof, made in the holy Scriptures : 
my oppinion is, that when it was fruitfull,andaLand 
that flowed: with Pine and Pony. In thoſe dates 
God bleſſed if, and that as then they followed his 
tommaundements, but now being inhabited by Jnff- 
dels (that pzophane the name of Thaiſt, and liue in all 
filthy and beaſfly mauner,) God carfſeth it, and ſo if 
is made barren, : ſoꝛ it is ſo. barren that J could get 
no bꝛead when J came neere vnfoit,fo2 that one night 
as J lodged ſhozt of Jernſalem, at a place called in the 
Arabian fongue, Cuda Chenaleb, i ſent my Moe fo.

Tents) to get ſome bꝛead, the bꝛought me woꝛd that
